Commenting further, Stults said, “It 
costs $15.45 a year to provide for one 
Scout. This is equal to the cost of a candy 
bar or package of gum each day for a 
year. It’s equal to the cost of a daily pur- 
chase of a first class postage stamp, a 
small amount, indeéd, as compared with 
the taxes we have to pay to keep a young- 
ster in a penal institution.” 

Stults explained that the job is so 
easy that if each Scouter asked 3 men 
to raise $15.45, the goal would be over- 
subscribed. 

Everyone is backing and supporting 
the dynamic program of Scouting. Dedi- 
cated leaders are vecruiting additional 
campaigners, campaigning themselves, 
giving leadership to boys and donating 
their own dollars, This is the true spirit 
of America. Chicago’s Scout leaders are 
pace setters in demonstrating participat- 
ing citizenship. The Finance Campaign 
Committee is grateful for the continued 
effective efforts of every Scouter in the 
Council to make the Scout Movement ever 
stronger,
